1 . This office action is in response to Terminal Disclaimer and amendment filed 
11/26/2004. 

Examiner's Amendment

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of "applying at least two 
material to addressable predefined locations on an array of electrodes. . .causing the components 
of the materials to deposit at said addressable predefined locations, wherein the deposition is 
controllable". 
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The specific limitations as to depositions being controllable was agreed to during a 
telephone interview with applicant's attorney. During said interview, it was noted that that 
applicants contended in their amendment that the diverse prior art technologies do not show 
deposition of materials onto an array wherein the depositions are controllable so as to ensure 
desired compositions and morphologies at known locations on the array of electrodes as 
discussed in pages 3-5 of the specification. Examiner agreed, and allowed the application after 
incorporating the limitation "deposition is controllable" into the claims. 

Pertinent Art 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Caillat (US 6,019,883) discloses apparatus for depositing material (electro-chemical 
material) on addressable array of electrodes (Fig. 9). 

Pauling (US 6,274,021 Bl) discloses coating deposited on electrodes by supplying 
electrodes with current in a time-controlled manner (Figure).
